To  the  Chairnian  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  jileasiire  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
FJeventli  Animal  Ee])ort  on  the  HeaUli  and  Sanitation  of  tlie 
flistrict. 

The  population  of  the  Tlrhan  District  at  the  last  census  in 
A]n'il,  1911,  was  8,260.  The  nnmher  of  inhabited  houses  was 
1.868,  the  nundier  of  inhabitants  to  each  liouse  was  4.42,  and 
the  number  of  empty  houses  Avas  21.  Since  the  census  206  houses 
have  been  certified  as  completed.  Tlie  population  at  tlie  end  of 
the  year  I have  considered  to  he  9,100,  and  9,100  to  the  end  of 
Time.  1 have  calculated  my  statistics  ou  that  basis. 

From  Table  A you  will  he  able  to  comyiare  the  birth-rates, 
death-rates,  and  epidemic  death-rates  for  the  last  five  years.

l)iiriiig  tile  year  there  were  182  birthw — 1)9  males  and  88 
temales.  Of  these  7 were  illegitimate' — 8 males  and  4 females. 
This  gives  an  annual  birth  rate  of  20.00  |)er  1,000  of  the  estimated 
|)0])nlation,  which  is  about  tlie  saine  as  the  three  pi’evioiis  years, 
hut  still  below  the  mean  of  the  last  ten  years  (21). 

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  there  Avere  117  deaths — 88  males  and  80 
females.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  12.88. 
This  is,  as  yon  will  notice  from  Table  A,  lower  than  last  year. 
Twenty-nine  children  died  under  five  yeais,  which  is  equal  to 
24.78  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.

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Tlie- Iiiiaiitile  deatli  rate  this  year  is  conijiaratively  low,  viz., 
ho.  Seyeiiteeii  cliildre])  died  under  1 year.  Yon  will  notice  five 
of  these;  were  due  to  ])reniatnre  birth,  and  we  had  five  cases  noti- 
fied ot  still-born  children.  Those  deaths  are  due  to  some  inherent 
defect  in  the  mother.  More  attention  is  now  being  paid  to'  the 
expectant  mother,  and  as  onr  school  tor  mothers  becomes  better 
known  and  is  more  trusted,  one  expects  fewer  deaths  from  this 
cause. 

XOTIFIGATION  OF  FIFTHS  ACT. 

Practically  all  cases  liave  hee]i  notified,  aJid  tlie  majority 
have  been  xdsited  by  the  District  Nurse. 


In  my  last  report  I noted  it  was  proposed  to  form  an  Infant 
Aid  Society.  This  has  been  done,  and  we  have  now  a Itrierfield 
Infant  Aid  Society  and  a School  for  .Mothers.  The  society  meets 
every  Tuesday  afternoon,  under  a lady  superintendent  and  the 
District  Nurse.  The  Nurse  gives  a short  lecture  to  the  mothers 
and  expectant  mothers  on  ante-natal  hygiene  and  on  the  feeding 
and  clothing  of  babies.  The  mothers  are  encouraged  to  make 
suitable  clothing  for  the  children,  and  instruction  cards  are  given 
them  which  show  the  salient  jioints  to  be  attended  to  for  the 
u'elfare  of  the  child. 

('ertain  foods,  such  as  Vii'ol,  which  can  he  bought  in  hnlk 
very  cheaply,  are  sold  at  cost  ])rice  to*  the  mothers.  This  is  taken 
advantage  of  to*  a large  extent.  As  many  as  80  mothei's  have 
attended  these  meetings,  and  20  is  a usual  number. 

TUFFFCUFOSIS  OF  PHTHISIS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  eight  cases  of  tuher- 
culosis  of  the  lung  in  the  town.  During  the  year  20  cases  were 
I'otified.  The  District  Nurse  visits  all  tliese  cases  periodically  and 
tries  to  improve  tlie  (Uivironment,  and  notifies  any  insanitai'y  con- 
dition which  may  favour  continuancje . of  infection.. 
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The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  all  insured  pei'sons 
suh'ering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lung  and  when  suitable  they  are 
sent  to  a sanatorium.  Further  particulars  will  be  found  in 
Table  F.

Enteric  Fever. — 7 cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium. 
The  3 other  cases,  which  were  mild,  were  treated  at  home.  All 
recovered.  Seven  cases  were  re])orted  in  Alav,  and  at  your  re- 
(juest  I made  a special  re})ort  on  tlie  periodic  outbreaks  taking 
place  in  the  town  dining  the  last  tive  years.  You  will  remember 
the  majority  of  the  cases  were  suspected  to  be  due  to  a carrier. 
The  County  kindly  expressed  a wish  to  pay  for  any  sjiecial  ex- 
])enditure  in  examination  of  stools,  and  the  first  examination 
resulted  in  a positive  reaction.  No  milk  from  this  source  will 
now  enter  the  town. 


NATUliAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTEICT. 


Water  Supply. — This  is  received  from  the  Nelson  Corpora- 
tion. Last  year,  with  the  small  amount  of  rainfall,  the  residents 
in  the  town  suffered  a good  deal  of  inconvenience. 

Those  residing  in  klarsden  Height  liave  to  depend  on  spring 
water,  which  is  good  and  continued  running  during  the  whole  of 
the  dry  weather  last  year,  though  with  diminished  force. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  807  acres ; the'  subsoil  clayey  and 
damp,  but  from  its  slojhng  position  (there  is  a direct  fall  of  five 
liundred  feet  from  klarsden  Height  to  Pendle  Water),  it  lends 
itself  very  readily  to  drainage  and  neutralises  to  some  exteiit  the 
nature  of  the  soil. 

Tlie  cultivated  land  in  the  vicinity  is  all  pasturage  and 
meadow,  tlie  jiroduce  of  it  being  milk,  butter,  and  eggs. 

Tlie  staple  industry  is  cotton  weaving,  both  plain  and  coloured 
goods.  There  arp  7,200  looms,  with  100,000  spindles;  the  mills 
are  well  built  and  quite  modern  in  every  respect.  The  health  of 
the  operatives  is  not  unduly  affected  by  their  work.  Owing  to 
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the  fairly  lieavv  rainfall' which  is  necessary  for  good  weaving,  aiul 
the  clayey  subsoil,  we  have  })erhaps  rather  more  than  our  share 
of  respiratory  diseases.

SLAuenTERHOusES. — The  six  slaughterhouses  in  the  District 
have  been  periodically  visited  during  the  year,  and  they  have 
been  found  to  be  conducted  m a^  satisfactory  manner  and  ke])t 
in  a clean  condition. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — There  are  11  farms  in  tlie  District, 
and  the  number  of  cattle  kept  thereon  for  dairy  purp)oses  is  182. 
These  were  found  on  inspection  to  be  in  a.  healthy  conditio]). 

The  ventilation  and  the  condition  of  the  floor  of  one  cowslied 
has  been  much  improved,  and  the  di'ains  from  one  dairy  relaid. 

llAKEiiorsES. — These  have  been  kept  in  a>  satisfactory  coai- 
dition  during  the  year. 

ScAVENGiN(i. — The  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Tb'ban 
District  Council,  and' few  complaints  are  received  and  these  re- 
ceive immediate  attention.  Under  the  new  Dyelaws  whicli  I 
hope  will  soon  receive  , the  sanction  of  the  Local  Governmeiit 
Foard,  all  new  houses  will  be  supplied  with  ashbins  and  no  fixed 
aslipit  allowed. 

Housinut. — ^^Ilui'ing  the  yeai'  116  inspections  have  been  ujade. 
Practically  the  whole  of  tlie  smaller  houses  have  now  been 
inspected,  and  up  to  date  a record  ol  1,164  houses  has  been  made.

The  general  character  of  the  housing  accommodation  in  the 
District  is  good,  and  the  nimd)er  of  houses  l)eii]g  erected  is  just 
about  meeting  the  demand,  36  having  been  completed  during  the 
vear,  and  47  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  vear. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  District  is  very  satisfactory, 
and  nearly  the  Avhole  of  the  houses  are  on  the  Avater  carriage 
system,  only  the  isolated  portions  having  taidv  closets. 

1 have  sent  Aveekly  returns  of  the  infectious  Diseases  to  the 
Laiicasliire  County  Council  and  tlie  Registrar-Cleneral,  monthly 
returns  to  the  Joint  Hos])ital  Hoard,  quarterly  returns  of  the 
mortality  of  the  District  to  the  Lancashire  County  CNuncil  and 
to  your  Council. 
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])urh]g  the  year  I have  made  systematic  inspections  of  the 
District. 

Incorporated  in  the  report  is  i\lr.  Halstead’s  account  of  the 
sanitary  inspection  of  the  District.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Fourteenth 
Annual  Eeport  of  tlie  work  in  the  Surveyor’s  Department  for  the 
year  1914.

06  dwellinghouses  were  certified  as  being  completed  during 
the  year,  against  70  last  year. 

.AIAIN,  SEEONDAPY  AND  OTHEE  ROADS. 

Plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  and  the  sanction  of 
the  Local  (lovernment  Board  obtained  for  the  borrowing  of  A020 
for  the  im])rovement  of  Bank  Street  and  Oastle  Street.  These 
are  both  desirable  improvements,  which  I hope  will  be  soon  com- 
pleted. 

The  widening  of  a ])ortion  of  Halifax  Road  and  the  flagging 
of  the  adjoining  footpath  has  been  carried  out  during  tlie  yeai',  at 
a cost  of  bl29-12-9, 
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PlaiiH  and  estimates  have  been  ])repared  for  several  footpatli 
improvements  in  llalilax  Hoad  and  for  the  widening  of  Heedley 
lioad  near  iNIarsden  Cross  Inn.  Application  has  also  been  made 
tO'  the  C O'lmty  Council  for  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  these 
necessary  improvements,  hnt  no'  reply  has  yet  been  received; 

100  tons  of  li  inestone  liave  been  used  in  repairing  secondary 
roads,  and  45  loads  of  ashes  and  14  loads  of  granite  dust  spread 
n])on  the  roads  duriiig  frost. 

215  loads  of  detritus  from  gullies,  57  loads  of  road  scrapings, 
and  20  loads  of  snow  have  been  carted  to  the  tip  ; 642  loads  of  road 
swee])ings  , 228  loads  from  tanks  caited  on  to  adjoining  farm 
lands;  and  10  tons  of  chip])ings  put  upon  the  granite  setts  to 
pi‘e\ent  them  hecomiiig  slippery. 

28  loads  of  pitch  have  been  used  in  repairing  footpaths. 

SEWAGE  WORKS. 

The  construction  of  the  Septic  and  Storm  Water  Tanks  has 
Ix'cn  com])leted  during  the  year,  and  at  present  they  are  being 
used  for  a ])ortion  of  sewage.  The  ejectors  for  lifting  the  sludge 
from  these  new  tanks  not  being  as  yet  completed,  the  tanks  can- 
not he  brought  intO'  full  use. 

The  contractors  for  the  supply  of  these  ejectors,  INlessrs. 
Adams  Hydraidics  Limited,  of  York,  inform  me  that  a large 
lunnher  of  their  workpeo])le  having  joined  the  Army,  they  have 
great  difficulty  in  arranging  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  hut 
they  have  promised  to  send  a^  fitter  as  soon  as  possible,  and  1 
am  lioping  to  have  all  tlie  tanks  in  full  working  order  soon  after 
this  rejiort  is  planted. 

The  Contact  Reds  are  also  completed  and  we  are  now  using 
tliem  regularly,  hut  they  have  not  been  in  use  long  enough  for 
us  to  he  able  to  say  that  the  effluent  therefrom  is  satisfactory. 

1 have  no  doubt  that  as  soon  as  the  beds  get  into  thorough  working 
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order  the  effluent  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Kibble  Joint 
CVanmittee. 

Application  lia.a  been  made  for  fmdher  borrowing  powers  so 
that  retaining  walls  may  be  constructed  on  the  river-side  adjoin- 
ing the  site  of  the  extensions  just  completed.  This  has  been  found 
necessary  on  account  of  the  great  weight  which  these  extensions 
have  placed  upon  the  unstable  ground  sloping  towards  the  riveix

FIRE  BETCtADE. 

Three  fires  occurred  during  the  year, , but  fortunately  very 
little  damage  was  done.  The  fire  alarm  system  and  tlie  electric 
hooter  continue  to  work  satisfactorily,. 

Telephonic  communication  has  now  been  established  between 
the  Town  Hall  and  the  caretaker’s  house-  diu'ing  the  hours  when 
the  offices  are  closed,  and  this  will  no  doubt  prove  valuable  should 
a fire  break  out  during  the  night. 


PRIVATE  STREET  IkIPROVEMENTS. 


Private  street  works  to-  the  amount  of  £722-10-8  were  appor- 
tioned during  the  year. 

There  are  now  67  front  streets  and  55  back  streets  paved  and 
sewered.  The  total  length  of  front  streets  paved  amounts  to  6 
miles  6 furlongs  and  104  yards;  and  back  streets,  1 mile  6 fur- 
longs, 109  yards. 

Tliere  are-  8 niiles,  7 furlongs,  120  yards  of  sewers;  166  man- 
holes; 89  lampholes;  and  880  gullies  within  the  Eistrict. 


Sanction  has  been  obtained  during  the  year  for  the  borrowing 
of  £8,128  for  the  j)aving,  dc.,  of  other  streets ; and  we  are  expect- 
ing that  considerable  progress  will  be  made  with  this  work  dnring
